I'he  vicinity  is  rich  in  like  openings  in  the 
Sank.  Some  of  the  caeca,  though  of  limit- 
extent,  nre  specimens  of  rare  beauty  in 
single  liatts  and  arches  The  whole  struc 
lure  of  the  territory  indicates  the  same 
jeological  forms  as  continue  Southward  us 
ler  the  bid  of  the  Ohio,  down  to  Mammoth 
•ave,  Kentucky  ;  the  snriace  signs  being 
he  sink  boles  which  so  numerjusly  dot  the 
tits  entire  land. 

By  a  gradual  and  essy  descent  we  enter 
the  mouth  of  the  cave,  an  aperture  admit 


el<,  our  lights  drawing  from  its  walls  the 
sparks  of  myriad  brilliants,  appropriately 
named  "Diamond  Avenues ."  Cfvpsiim,  Ep- 
som sills,  and  crystal  lime  reflect  their  glo 
ries  and  line  the  sides  ami  roof  The  ave- 
nue leads-to  a  vast  mansion  called  tbs  "Am: 
pliilhentre."  While  not  so  grand  in  its  liv- 
ing presence  as  the  Co  iseum  of  Kome,  in  its 
circle  of  1.6011  feet,  and  110  sinthes  by  the 
immortal  baud  ol  Phidias  ami  Praxiteles, 
ami  no  dying  gladiatorio  waken  the  exultant 
shouts  ot  its  lUO.UOJ  spectators,  vet  the  solid 
walls,  the  vast  aiea.  the  tomb  like  silence, 
leave  an  impression  of  awe  ami  grandeur  un- 
rivalled by  ihe  pride  01  Rome,  and  will  en- 
■I  ire  when  the  walls  of  the  Coliseum,  its  ar 
cades,  ami  its StS'OCS  have  crumbled  10  the 
dust  and  mingled  with  the  ashes  of  its 
slaughtered  combatants 

Beyond  the  amphitheatre  the  cave  opens 
into  distant  labyrinths  not  yet  trol  by  dar 
mg  feel,  but  so  tar  as  ventured,  indicating  a 
like  profusion  of  nature's  wonders. 

We  are  now  far  h  ick  ol  the  mouth  of  the 
cave,  having  countermarched  with  the  angle

tho  Amphitheatre — Diamond  Avenue — by

rocks,  though  with  a  good  ami  dry  path,  we 
pass  under  the  roof  of  '  Fanenil  Hall."  It 
may  be.said  here  that  throughout  the  cave, 
with  one  or  two  slight  exceptions,  there  is  a 
try  floor,  now  and  then  a  little  dampened 
:lav.  Sometimes  the  floor  is  strewed  with 
broken  rock,  but  more  olten  a  plain  dusty, 
or  slightly  moistened  earth.  Let  any  one 
who  has  a  dread  of  visiting  such  a  place  lay 
iside  all  such  presentiments.  Save  in  one  or 
two  darkened  pits  and  rocky  clifl's.  of  which 
there  is  always  full  warning,  there  is  no 
more  danger  than  in  walking  ihe  gas-lit 
streets  of  the  city,  and  not  so  much  risk  ol 
bruised  shinsantl  stumbling  toes.  Only  ofone 
thing  beware.  It  but  your  lights  are  ex- 
tinguished there  is  no  liope  of  resurrection 
to  the  light  of  day.  Oir  guide,  whose  nerves 
were  not  excitable,  and  who  had  been  over 
the  groom!  about  asoften  as  to  the  cow  pas 
lure,  assured  us  that  without  his  torch  he 
could  never  gain  the  surlaca  alive  If  ever 
left  in  that  condition  he  might  have  inscribed 
over  the  door,  ns  in  Dante's  Inferno, 
"L'-t-biin  who  enters  hi-ro  bid  Hope  farewell  1" 

Under  the  high  "Columbian  Arch"  and 
through  ''Washington  Avenue'1  we  enler 
'•  Kaiidili  dlall."  a  grand  old  chamber  well 
suited  to  the  bloo  ly  conclave  of  the  Italian 
cutthroat*.  At  the  end  of  this  space  the 
cive  branches,  the  Old  Cave,  leading  to  the 
left,  thai  is  east,  and  the  New  Cive  as  after 
ward  discovered,  continuing  forward  or  10 
ward  the  south  and  wesl  Unlocking  the  door 
ol  the  new  cave,  for  it  is  shielded  Iromdepre 
laiions  bv  lock  mid  key,  we  enler  "Bats 

Lodge."  ; 

In  the  winter  this  hall  is  ceiled  with  tin 
counted  multitudes  of  bats,  hanging  in  bee 
like  clusters,  animal  stalactites  reaching 
nearly  to  the  fl  mr.  They  are  the  only  am 
mats  of  much  n  2s  found  in  this  cave.  And 
also  nre  the  charred  remains  of  lire*  lound 
in  ihe  caveat  its  original  discovery,  ami  con 
si. iered  the,  relics  ol  the  Wyandot  Indians 
when  here  they  held  thecnuncil  firesof  their 
jfri he.  The  skeleton  of  an  oppo-amn  and  a 
w  i  hi  cat  h  re  also  aeen,  with  the  hair  still  cling 
nig  to  the  dried  skin.  The  proprietor  told  us 
ih  tl  be  kept  his  winter  apples  and  hisswett 
potatoes  here.  They  are  effeCni  tlly  preaerv 
ed  from  the  Irost,  the  mercury  being  about 
ol  deg.  the  year  round  throughout  the  cave 
The  apples,  however,  do  not  keep  iheir 
plumpness,,  though  not  subject  to  decay, 

Eyeless  crickets  are  .found  here  as  in  other 
places  in  thecave.  corresponding  to  the  eye 
less  fish  ol  the  Mammoth  Cave.  Eyeless 
fish,  our  landlord  said,  vvere  found  in  a  well 
on  his  iHrm,  through  which  seemed  to  run  a 
subterranean  stream,  perhaps  iheasme'cnr 
rent  which  one  day  coursed  through  the  now 
dry  halls  of  the  deserted  palace  ut  the  vast 
cave.

Here  the  hew  cave  branches  to  the  right, 
returning  in  almost  a  parallel  course  toward 
the  month  ol  thecave,  but  miles  beyond  Ihe 
entrance,  into  regions  open  but  never  yet  ex 
ptored  Leaving  our  lunch  on  the  solid  din 
ing  table,  we  pass  into  this  branch,  as  our 
guide  s:i)3.  we  can,  after  going  some  distance, 
strike  an  opening  to  the  let  which  will  bring 
us  back  by  a  detour  through  a  new  circuit  to 
our  bread  and  meat.  Passing  ihecard  table, 
we  leave  our  compliments  with  many  other 
names  of  visitors,  among  them  the  name 
of  the  lamented  Slate  Superintendent  ol 
Schools,  Miles  J.  Fletcher,  an  old  and  valu 
ed  friend  of  other  days.  Inscribing  our 
names,  with  a  sound  record  for  loyalty  to 
ihe  "stripes  and  stars,"  we  enler  nexi  the 
"Wyandot's  (irand  Council  Chamber,"  well 
suited  for  a  caucus  of  the  dusky  chiefs  who 
once  claimed  lordship  ot  this  territory  above 
and  below.

But  rweit  and 
toil  have  accomplished  wonders,  a.i  1  Brown 
emerged  Iroui  the  screw  s  Sadder  though  a 
wiser  man.  Taking  a  long  breath  we  pa 
into  the  "Hall  of  Bains,"  through  the 
"While  Cloud  Room,"  and  appro  ten  the 
•  Bishop's  Rostrum,"  a  stalagmitic  lormation 
suggestive  ol  a  sound  discourse.  The  room 
is  a  fair  one  and  we«pitch  our  voices  lo  airs 
of  the  day.  If  never  before,  the  labyrinth 
of  caves  reverberate  the  chorus  of  "Rally 
round  the  flsg,  hoys,  rally  once  again,"  ti 
the  echo  dies  away  in  some  distant  home  ol 
the  subterranean  elfs 

Bui  can  we  stay  to  recount  the  wonders  of 
"Calypso  Island,"  "Joseph's  Pit,"  Marble 
Hall,"  and  that  enchaining  b'attty  "Queen 
Mabs  Iteireai"  and  into  unexp'ored  abyss 
— or  retracing  our  steps  and  entering  the 
Old  Cave,  leal  you  through  "Odd  Fellows' 
Hall,"  over  the  "National  Bridge,"  descend 


to  the  conclusion  that  not  only  is  Wyandot 
Cave  worthy  the  attentioi  of  the  scientific 
Snvlisi,  us  le'tilie  l  by  a  clever  gentleman  of 
ourcooip-tuy  of  that  line  of  profession,  not 
only  will  it  fully  reward  ihe  visitor  seeking 
relaxation  and  novelty.  I*lt  that  in  extent 
sn  I  variety,  and  in  exhibition  of  geo'ogic 
toriiniioii,  with  single  objects  of  aesthetic 
surprise  and  delight,  it  stands  amortg  the 
first,  if  noi  the  very  hVst  nf  subterranean  cu- 
riosiiies  in  the  natural  world. 

With  surroundings  shoal  the  cave  which 
inul :iply  object*  of  curiosity— with  19  miles 
oi  explored  and  mapped  survey  ami  leasible 
openings  in  several  directions  io  tempt  the 
venturous  in  all  times  to  come — with  tab 
lenix  of  exquisite  beauty  or  of  towering 
sublimity— with  many  articles  of  comtner 
rial  value:  Niter,  Et.«om.  Magnesian.  and 
the  like;  varieties  of  whetting  ami  engraving 
stone,  with,  for  the  mos  part  a  dry.  nlliiritig 
pathway,  a  delightful  temperature  an. I  kaf 
ei  le  iscope  of  changes.  We  think  it  challen- 
ges comparison  with  whatever  In  the  .realm 
of  nature  is  offered  to  tempt  curiosity.  afT ird 
recrestion.  or  rewarl  the  devotee  of  science 

Such  are  some  of  the  reminiscences  ol  our 
trip  to  the  cave,  thrown  off  amid  a  press  of 
other  duties.  They  are  intended  for  truth 
tul  though  genial  sketches  from  memory  of 
the  impressions  on  a  visit  to  this  marvel  of 
our  State.  Many  would  be  affected  with  more 
different  objects  than  we.  many  would  not 
sympathize  with  us  in  what  we  have  admir 
ed.  Many,  we  tnwt  would  rise  to  a  higher 
appeciation  of  these  beauties  and  wonders 
ot  Nature's  subterranean  realms,  and  give 
their  impressions  in  stronger  light  and  shade. 
If  these  uotes  serve  lo  awaken  any  interest 
in  the  study  and  observation  of  a  creating 
power,  ami  lead  from  "Nature  up  to  Nature's 
Go  l,"  perhaps  they  will  not  have  been  written 
in  vain 

Bui  we  are  drawing  near  to  city  life  again 
We  can  see  the  smoke  of  the  cities  of  the 
Falls,  and  the  distant  shores  of  home.  Now 
we  see  ihe  steam  vessels  of  the  ship  yards 
rearing  their  hulks,  and  hear  the  hammers 
of  the  builders  as  they  hurry  up  the  new 
crop  of  boais  lo  fill  the  demand  lor  the 
great  rush  of  trade  to  our  free  Mississippi 
Valley,  and  here  we  are  at  our  New  A I 
nsay  home  nestled  in  its  lap  of  circling 
hills.

Who  are  enemies  of  the  Uuioc. 

The  National  Intelligencer,  in  enumerat- 
ing the  several  classes  of  men,  who.  in  dif- 
ferent spheres,  "are  enemies  of  the  Union," 
says  with  reference  to  those  who  inaugurat- 
ed the  rebellion  "it  ia  not  necessary  to  de- 
signate the  plotters  of  this  itigantic  insurrec- 
tion as  enemies  of  the  Union.  They  are 
more  than  this.  Thoy  may  justly  be  de- 
nounced as  the  enemies  of  mankind,  be- 
cuisa  the  enemies  of  that  constitutional  lib- 
erty which  made  the  Uniied  States  the  hope 
of  (he  world  In  eeason  and  out  of  season 
there  has  been  a  party  at  the  South  with 
whom  the  destruction  of  the  Union  has 
been  a  ptrarnount  aim  of  covert  or  overt 
striving  for  more  than  a  generition.  Of  late 
years  this  party,  adroitly  availing  itself  of

Fnz  John  Porter. 


It  will  be  remembered  by  our  readers  that 
ibis  gtllant  ofii^-r  w\«,  upin  oh  arte.*  pre 
ferre  I  by  the  tools  of  General  John  Pope, 
tried  by  a  court  m  irtial ,  soon  nfter  Pope's 
disgraceful  and  miserable  campaign  which 
culminated  in  the  second  Bull  Run  defent, 
and  was  sentenced  to  "be  cashiered"  and  "be 
forever  ilisqualiBed  from  holding  any  office 
under  the  Government  of  the  United  States." 

The  Hon  Reverdy  Johnson,  of  Baltimore, 
one  ol  the  foremost  lawyers  and  statesmen 
in  the  land— a  patriot  without  reproach,  and 
a  citizen  of  the  highest  character— has  pub 
liahed  a  defense  of  Porter  against  the  unwar 
ranted  verdict  of  the  court,  and  more  particu- 
larly against  the  gratuitous  and  cruel  as- 
saults of  the  Judge  Advocate  General,  Jos. 
Holt.    We  have  had  opportunity  to  read  but 


the  evidence  and  defense  bad  been  seen,  an 
acquittal  was  enticipated  with  utidoubiing 
confidence.    So  great  and  general  wasihat^ 
confidence,  that  never  in  the  history  of  ju-  . 
risprudenoe,  civil,  criminal  or  military,  was  a 
judgment  announced  that- so  shocked  and  : 
startled  thesensoot  public  justice. 

In  referenoe  to  the  secret  causes  which 
•pentad  to  bring  together  such  an  array  of. 
party  malice  and  determination  to  secure' 
his  conviction,  in  order  to  promote  party: 
success  he  eays : 

These  voracious  hawkers  after  objects  of! 
party  sacrifice  seem  literally  to  gloat,  and  j 
with  no  concealed  delight,  over  any  officer,  j 
(the  higher  he  stands  in  the  public  esteem 
the  greater  the  pleas'ire)wliO'ii  thev  think 
they  can  make  a  victim  to  their  thirst  lor 
vieiims  to  promote  party  success. 

Porter,  too  was  known  to  be  a  personal 
friend  and  admirer  of  McClellan.  lie  had 
every  means  or  judging  of  McClellan'a  ca- 
pacity.ol  witnessing  his  love  of  country — his 
constant  efforts  to  serve  her, and  his  military 
skill  and  genius,  and  the  result  was  that 
he  highly  appreciated  him  as  citizen  and  an 
officer.  And  this,  in  view  of  the  men  refer- 
red to,  seemed  to  be  almost,  if  not  fully,  as 
great  an  offense  as  treason.  He  became, 
therefore,  at  once  an  object  of  vituperation, 
and  no  efforts  were  spired  lo  shake  the 
confidence  that  the  President  h  id  so  con 
-piouously  placed  in  him.  When  Pope's 
disgraceful  Isilure  was  evidently  stirring 
the  public  mind  to  the  folly  and  injustice  ol 
taking  Irom  McClellan  the  command  of 
the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  arresting  his 
plan  of  further  campaign  it  became  appa- 
rently vital  to  psr.ty  success  that  some  safety 
valve  should  be  found  for  the  harmless  es 
cape  of  the  impending  indignation.  And  it 
was  thought  that  it  would  be  found  by  ascrib- 
ing that  laiiure  to  treasonable  conduct  on  the 
part  of  Porter,  and  this  was  done.  A  will- 
ing instrument  for  the  purpose,  Pope  was  sup- 
posed to  be,  (it  is  but  justice  to  that  officer 
to  say,  that  when  he  discovered  it,  he  declin- 
ed the  degrading  task.)  The  charges  at  first 
were  said  to  be  his — be  promptly  disavow 
ed  them  That  occurring,  an  informer  was 
lound  in  Roberts.  The  result  is  the  dis- 
missal of  Porter  from  the  service,  whose  fame 
he  iiad  so  signally  enhanced,  and  its  being 
hailed  with  delight  by  iheclnss  refered  to 

Had  Porter  pursued  a  different  course, 
had  he.  wiih  the  readiness  of  a  mere  piny 
politician,  regardless  ol  his  former  oniuions, 
adopted  with  instant  and  proclaime  i  real, 
iho-e  which  Congress,  forgetting  their  lor 
mer  opinions,  afterwird  adopted  ;  an  I  es|ie 
dally  hail  he,  oblivious  of  the  teachings  ol 
his  life,  ol  bis  itoo  I  nana  and  honor,  and  of 
the  opinion  of  the  enlixhtened  and  patriotic, 
proved  himself  an  inordinate  braggart,  boast 
ed  of  hie  own  merits,  detracted  from  McClel- 
lan'a, and  slated  that  he  commanding  the  ar 
my,  Richmond  would  long  since  have  been 
ours — he,  too  would  doubtless  now  not  only 
be  in  the  service,  but  be  the  favorite,  and 
boast  of  the  verv  men  who  have  denounced 
him.  an. I  probably  have  been  placed  at  its 
head  Tne  rank  ignorance  of  such  men, 
their  lo'ty  pretensions  an  I  supercilious  arro 
gance,  from  its  very  extravagance,  is  in  n 
measure  captivating.  Sublimit*  is  at  times 
found  in  the  excess  of  the  ridiculous.  "An 
avenue  of  colossal  toads  might  become  sub- 
lime." 

Mr.  Johnson  shows  that  some  things  hap- 
pened, suggestive' of  reflections,  casting  more 
than  a  doubt  on  the  mere  abstract  correct- 
ness of  the  sentence  Of  the  court.  Almost 
simultaneously  with  its  publication,  three 
of  the  members  of  the  court  were  made 
Major  Generals.  The  President  of  the  court, 
Maj.  Gen.  Hunter,  was  also  immediately 
returned  to  a  command  from  which  he  had 
been  shortly  before  removed  for  acts  of  al 
leged  mistaken  policy,  or  excess  of  authority, 
and  from  which  it  has  been  found  necessary 
to  remove  him  a  second  time.-  In  regard  to 
the  three  witnesses  against  Porter,  the  "de- 
fense" sa;.« : 

Of  the  three  witnesses,  Major  General 
Pope  was  continued  in  an  important  com 
mind,  notwithstanding  bis  failure  in  his 
Virginia  campaign.  Brigadier  General 
Roberts  w.ss  assigned  to  a  more  important 
one  than  he  had  ever  held  before,  or  to  which 
any  competent  officer  who  had  known  him 
believed  him  equal— nor  in  his  career  since 
Iirs  he  done  anything  to  attract  attention,  ex- 
cept in  the  way  in  which  his  former  ohief 
signalized  the  commencement  of  his  Vir- 
ginia career,  the  iss  lingol  proclamations,  as 
uncalled  for  as  they  were  ridiculous  and  fu 
tile.  It  has  also  been  found  necessary  in  his 
case,  to  take  it  from  him,  and  be  is  now  once 
more  on  Pope's  staff  What  disposition  has 
!>een  made  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Smith,  is 
not  known,  and  pro'oably  no  one  cares. 

The  full  meaning  of  the  reward  meted  out 
to  (he  members  of  this  court  and  the  princi- 
pal witnesses,  will  be  readily  understood, 
when  taken  in  connection  with  the  custom 
which  has  been  lately  established,  of  die- 
graying  a  court  mirtial  who  may  dare  to 
give  an  honest  verdict,  different  from  what 
,s  desire  1  by  pirty  malignity  an  1  selfishness. 

As  Mr.  Johnson,  very  correctly  remarks, 
and  coulitsively  shows,  the  verdict  in  Por 
ter's  case  is  entitled  to  no  credit  as  author 
ty.  The  country  believe  Porter  to  be  inno 
cent — they  believe  him  to  be  a  patriot  and 
an  accomplished  officer;  and,  though  party 
malice  and  jealousy  have  succeeded  in  rob- 
bing the  country  of  the  services  of  an  ac- 
complished officer,  bis  reputation  will  be 
safe  with  the  honest  and  just  portion  of  the 
people. 

Johnson  stands  at  the  head  of  the  legal 
profession  in  America— he  is  a  patriot  and 
a  statesman — and  the  earnestness  and  sin- 
cerity which  his  defense  shows,  of  itself, 
goes  far  to  earry  conviev.on  to  our  mind.
